DENTISTRY:     GLOSSARY  AND  INDEXING  INSTRUCTIONS 


The  purpose  of  this  compilation  is  to  assist  MEDLARS  Analysts 
in  the  indexing  and  retrieval  of  articles  in  the  fields  of  dental 
radiology,  endodontics  and  prosthodontics . 

Definitions  and  indexing  instructions  are  given  for  these 
dental  terms.     These  definitions  represent  the  culmination  of  the 
activities  of  the  Committees  on  Nomenclature  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Oral  Roentgenology,  the  American  Association  of 
Endodont ists ,  and  the  Academy  of  Denture  Prosthetics.     The  American 
Dental  Association  encourages  other  dental  specialty  organizations 
to  develop  uniform  standards  of  nomenclature  in  the  field  of  dental 
science.    As  glossaries  of  terms  from  the  various  dental  special- 
ties are  received  by  the  National  Library  of  Medicine,  this  publi- 
cation will  be  supplemented. 

The  terminology  of  the  glossaries  prepared  by  the  various 
nomenclature  committees  has  been  adapted  to  Medical  Subject  Headings 
terminology  used  by  MEDLARS  Analysts.     This  work  was  done  by 
Maria  G.  Farkas,  Ph.D.  and  Robert  S.  Snyder,  Jr.,  D.D.S. 

This  MEDLARS  indexing  aid  is  intended  primarily  for  MEDLARS 
Analysts  at  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  and  at  MEDLARS  and 
Indexing  Centers.

the  grinding  or  wearing  away  of  a 
substance,   such  as  a  tooth  worn  by 
mastication  or  tooth  brushing  (J

long  axis  of  the  tooth  or  teeth  be- 
ing radiographed  and   (2)  the  plane 
in  which  the  film  is  positioned  be- 
hind the  teeth  (Amer  Acad  Oral 
Roentgen,  1964)

establishment  of  reproducible  angu- 
lar relationships  between  a  patient's

1.  the  joint  formed  by  the  mandibular 
condyle  and  the  glenoid  fossa;  2.  the 
articulation  of  the  condyloid  process 
of  the  mandible  and  the  interarticu- 
lar  disk  with  the  mandibular  fossa  of 
the  temporal  bone  (J  Prosth  Dent,

a  metal  support  which  serves  to 
attach  a  facing  to  a  prosthesis

the  angle  formed  by  the  sagittal 
plane  and  the  path  of  the  advanc-

bleaching,  coronal 

the  use  of  a  chemical  agent,  usually 
but  not  necessarily  in  combination 
with  heat,  to  remove  d iscolorations 
from  the  crown  of  a  pulpless  tooth. 
A  powerful  oxidizing  agent  or  sub- 
stance,  such  as  a  30  per  cent  hydrogen 
peroxide  solution,  generally  is  used  |

the  building  up  of  vertical  walls, 
usually  in  wax,  around  the  impres- 
sion to  produce  the  desired  size 
and  form  of  the  base  of  the  cast 
and  to  preserve  certain  landmarks 
of  the  impression  (J  Prosth  Dent, 
1968)

wax  used  for  boxing  impressions

dentin  or  other  calcific  substance 
which  reseals  an  exposed  pulp  or 
which  forms  across  the  excised  sur- 
face of  a  pulp  after  pulpotomy.  Form- 
ation of  a  calcific  bridge  is  believed 
to  be  encouraged  by  various  chemical 
agents,   such  as  calcium  hydroxide 
paste.  Presence  of  a  dentin  bridge 
does  not  necessarily  indicate  that  the 
pulp  apical  to  the  bridge  is  vital  and 

intact  (Amer  Ass  Endodontics,  Glossary, 

1968)

the  position  of  a  space  or  tooth  in 
relation  to  the  tongue  and  the  cheek

a  lateral  branch  of  the  main  root 
canal.  Although  branchings  of  the 
main  canal  may  occur  at  any  level, 
they  are  most  often  found  in  the 
apical  half  of  the  roots  of  teeth 
and  in  furcation  areas  (Amer  Ass 
Endodontists ,  Glossary,  1968)

canal,  blunderbuss 

a  descriptive  term  used  to  denote  an 
incompletely  formed  root  in  which 
the  apical  third  of  the  root  canal 
possesses  a  wider  diameter  than  the

a  lateral  extension  of  the  major 
root  canal  (Amer  Ass  Endodontists,

nearly  exposed  pulp  is  covered  with 
a  protective  material  or  cement  which 
encourages  healing  and  repair  and 
which  prevents  further  injury  (Amer 
Ass  Endodontists,  Glossary,  1968) 
Index  DENTAL  PULP  CAPPING  (68) 


capping,  pulp  (direct) 

a  procedure  in  which  an  antiseptic, 
anodyne,  or  protective  material  is 
placed  directly  over  the  pulp  at 
the  site  of  exposure  (Amer  Ass 
Endodontists,  Glossary,  1968) 
Index  DENTAL  PULP  CAPPING  (68) 


capping,  pulp  (indirect) 

a  procedure  in  which  an  antiseptic, 
anodyne,  or  protective  material  is 
placed  over  a  thin  partition  of 
dentin  at  a  site  in  which  the  pulp 
is  nearly  exposed  (Amer  Ass 
Endodontists,  Glossary,  1968)

cast,  dental 

a  positive  likeness  of  a  part  or 
parts  of  the  oral  cavity  (J  Prosth 
Dent,  1968)

casting 

a  metallic  object  formed  in  a  mold; 
the  act  of  forming  a  casting  in  a 
mold  (J  Prosth  Dent,  1968)

casting  wax 

a  composition  containing  various 
waxes  with  controlled  properties 
of  thermal  expansion  and  contrac- 
tion used  in  making  patterns  to 
determine  the  shape  of  metal  cast- 
ings (J  Prosth  Dent,  1968)

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cavity,  pulp 

the  internal  space  within  a  tooth 
which  normally  houses  the  dental 
pulp  (Araer  Ass  Endodontists , 
Glossary,  1968)

cementoma 

a  dysplastic  disease  of  unknown 
origin  in  which  the  bone  about  the 
apices  of  vital  teeth  is  replaced 
first  by  a  fibrous  type  of  connective 
tissue  and  then  by  an  osteocementoid 
tissue;  sometimes  referred  to  as 
periapical  osteof ibrosis  or  periapi- 
cal osteofibroma   (Amer  Ass  Endodon- 
tists, Glossary,  1968)

central  bearing 

application  of  forces  between  the 
maxillae  and  mandible  at  a  single 
point  which  is  located  as  near  as 
possible  to  the  center  of  the  sup- 
porting areas  of  the  upper  and  lower 
jaws.   It  is  used  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  closing  forces  evenly 
throughout  the  areas  of  the  support- 
ing structures  during  the  registra- 
tion and  recording  of  maxillomandib- 
ular   (jaw)  relations  and  during  the 
correction  of  occlusal  errors  (J 
Prosth  Dent,  1968)

centric  jaw  relation 

1.   the  most  retruded  physiologic  rela- 
tion of  the  mandible  to  the  maxillae 
to  and  from  which  the  individual  can 
make  lateral  movements.  It  is  a  condi- 
tion which  can  exist  at  various  deg- 
rees of  jaw  separation.  It  occurs  a- 
round  the  terminal  hinge  axis.  2.  the 
most  posterior  relation  of  the  mandi- 
ble to  the  maxillae  at  the  established 
vertical  relation  (J  Prosth  Dent, 
1968)

the  centered  contact  position  of  the 
lower  occlusal  surfaces  against  the 
upper  ones;  a  reference  position 
from  which  all  other  horizontal

the  position  of  the  mandible  in  its 
most  retruded  relation  to  the

an  instrument  for  measuring  the  head

a  head-positioning  device  which  as- 
sures reproducibility  of  the  rela- 
tions between  an  x-ray  beam,  a  pa  - 
tient's  head,  and  an  x-ray  film  in 
radiography  (Amer  Acad  Oral  Roentgen 
1964)

a  complete  course  of  movement  of  the 
mandible  during  a  single  masticatory-

muscles  of  mastication  during  the 
mastication  of  food  (J  Prosth 
Dent,  1968)

Cieszynski's  Rule  of  Isometry 

"The  normal  ray  is  directed  perpen- 
dicularly to  a  plane  which  lies  mid- 
way between  the  plane  of  the  teeth 
desired  and  the  plane  of  the  film." 
(Corres.  F.  Zahnarzte,  2:158,  1907; 
Amer  Acad  Oral  Roentgen,  1964)

1.  a  jpart  of  a  removable  partial  den- 
ture which  acts  as  a  direct  retainer 
and/or  stabilizer  for  the  denture  by 
partially  surrounding  or  contacting 
an  abutment  tooth.  2.  a  direct  re- 
tainer of  a  removable  partial  denture, 
usually  consisting  of  two  arms  joined 
by  a  body  which  connects  with  an  oc- 
clusal rest.  At  least  one  arm  of  a 
clasp  usually  terminates  in  the  infra- 
bulge  (gingival  convergence)  area  of 
the  tooth  enclosed  (J  Prosth  Dent, 
1968)

the  reduction  of  food  into  small

ciated neuromusculature ,  the  teeth, 
and  the  denture-supporting  struc- 
tures (J  Prosth  Dent,  1968) 
Index  DENTAL  OCCLUSION  (68) 


condylar  guidance 

syn.  condylar  guide 
the  mechanical  device  on  an  articu- 
lator which  is  intended  to  produce 
similar  guidances  in  articulator 
movement  as  are  produced  by  the 
paths  of  the  condyles  in  the  tem- 
poromandibular joints  (J  Prosth 
Dent,  1968)

the  path  traveled  by  the  mandibular 
condyle  in  the  temporomandibular 
joint  during  the  various  mandibular

connector   (major  or  minor) 

a  part  of  a  partial  denture  which 
unites  its  components  (J  Prosth

of  the  root  canal  having  the  nar- 
rowest diameter;   it  may  be  associated 
with  the  dentinocemental  junction 
cementum  alone  or  with  dentin 
alone   (Amer  Ass  Endodont ists , 
Glossary,  1968)

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core 

1.  a  metal  casting,  usually  with  a 
post  in  the  canal  of  a  root,  designed 
to  retain  an  artificial  crown.  2.  a 
sectional  record,  usually  of  plaster 
of  Paris  or  one  of  its  derivatives, 
of  the  relationships  of  parts,  such 
as  teeth,  metallic  restorations,  or 
copings  (J  Prosth  Dent,  1968)

crazing  (of  plastic  teeth) 

minute  cracks  appearing  on  the
